Though U. 8S: citizens have been 
wont to decry Britain’s vaccilating 
foreign policy, events of 1939 have 
focused more than passing attention 


on a similar problem.at home: Does- 


Washington officialdom agree on a 
sound, well-reasoned foreign policy? 
Is such a policy reflected in com- 
mon-sense national defense? 


Most Americans think not, though 
by and large they feel alike about 
Hitler and Mussolini, dislike war 
and want no part in an arms race. 
Yet informed Americans agree both 
Germany and Italy were manhan- 
dled at Versailles, agreeing also that 
the U. S. must | ave ‘‘adequate”’ de- 
fense, even if it means an arms 
race. On the subject of American 
interference in foreign affairs there 
is debate: One school prefers tra- 
ditional isolationism. though this 
group also resents President Roose- 
velt’s strong reiteration of a long- 
standing U. S: interest in Pan-Amer- 
ican solidarity. The other school 
discards silent isolationism as no 
longer possible in a world of fast

Until early April, President Roose- 
velt had accomplished little by way 
of clarifying foreign policy, thanks 
partly to an impasse with congress.

President apparently took the ball 
from congress via three strokes that 
made the U. S. citizenry conscious 
of a définite interes: in Europe's 
fish kettle. First was the apparently 
casual remark at Warm Springs, 
where Mr. Roosevelt promised ‘‘to 
return in the fall if we don’t have a 
war."’ Later he explained that ‘‘we”’ 
meant western civilization, and that 
the remark was actually. planned to 
“give direction” to public thought. 
Next, while congressional isola- 
tionism: began simmering, Mr. 
Roosevelt told the Pan-American

Congress held its breath awaiting 
forma) replies, too concerned for 
reckless speech-making at the mo- 
ment. Isolationism’s cause seemed 
defeated, yet even libera) interna- 
tionalists began worrying lest the 
U. S. be summoned to serve 1917’s 
purpose again, f.e., bring peace to 
traditionally quarrelsome Europe. 
Idaho’s Sen. William E. Borah 
wrote: ‘This is not a war over the 
questions. of democracy or totalitari- 
anism .. . These European pow- 
ers, whatever their ideology or po- 
litical views, pursue one and the 
same course . .. They all violate 
treaties, disregard . . . principals 
of right, pursue methods which in- 
evitably lead to war and then call 
upon the United States, epee and 
other nations to save them from 
their own intolerable and vicious 
methods.” 


Even so, the President’s personal 
brand of foreign policy bore some 
fruit. Though German-Italian rejec- 
tion was expected from the start, 
favorable replies rained on Wash- 
ington soefast that one purpose was 
definitely accomplished: World opin- 
ion had at last been mobilized, draw. 
ing peace-loving: assurances from 
lesser nations which fear dealing 
with either the Axis or the Anglo- 
French bloc, but who will speak 
their minds fo an intermediary. 
Even more important was the psy- 
chological effect. Slow in sending 
their’ hostile, jointly prepared an- 
swers, the Rome-Berlin axis infer- 
entially and involuntarily reminded 
the world that Europe’s two dicta 
tors are guilty of aggression, more- 
over will be responsible for the war 
Europe coon expects. , 

Best anti-Roosevelt argument of 
isolationists is that Italy and Ger- 
many have already broken’so mafy 


‘agreements that the President’s 


dream of a 10-year peace ‘“‘guaran- 
tee’ is rather futile. Second best 
argument is tha: the note merely 
gave impetus to Britain’s warlike 
Stop Hitler front; drawing France, 
Russia and England closer to a mu- 
tual. defense pact, which is probably 
inspired by the unspoken hope that 
the U. S. is willing to join the party 
if need arises. Third argument is 
that Axis chiefs may grow hostile 
and seek revenge by discrediting 
democradtes via a new territorial 
grab, such as Danzig, which Britain 
and France have already agreed not 
to protest. Since such renewed bel- 
ligerence would be a direct slap at 
President Roosevelt, isolationists 
still see hope for their cause. 


Refugees 


Patterned after Red Cross and 
Salvation Army, the Friencs Service 


committee. was formed in Phila- 


delphia during the World war by 
Quakers. . An earlier Philadelphia 


Quaker was Joseph Scattergood, |- 


who in 1880 built a Quaker prepara- 
tory school at West Branch, Iowa. 
Closed in 1931 for want of funds, 
Scattergood school reopens May 1 
for another sort of preparatory 
work. Its main building renovated, 
its caretaker’s home turned into a 
dormitory, the institution will house 
40 to 50 refugees who can spend a 
maximum. of 90 days there getting 
bearings for a new life in the U. S. 
Then they will shift for themse’ ~:, 
making way for new arrivals.

Projects include a $2,500,000 iron 
and steel works which far-sighted 
Chiang began building early last 
fall, where a 30-ton blast furnace, 
a 10-ton open hearth and a 10-inch 
rolling mill will soon be in opera- 
tion. Nearby, under American 
trained directors, are two Chinese- 
built electric furnaces making ship 
anchors, rails and smaller steel 
items.

At other sites in Chung- 
king’s vast new industrial district 
reporters saw silk, cotton and elec- 
tric. plants, while several thousand 
workmen were laboring over new 
factories. 


Lest Japan push westward to cap- 
ture Chungking, Chinese are ex- 
panding their industrial life to other 


‘places like Szechuan, Yunnan and 


Kweichow. 


Pan America 


In late March Argentine officials 


reputedly discovered that Nazi 
agents were undermining their coun- 
try. Pape unexpectedly printed a 
facsimile of the letter Germany’s 
Buenos Aires embassy had written 
to the Berlin foreign office, saying: 
‘We are able to annex Patagonia.” 
Hardly willing to surrender a rich, 
unworked section comprising one- 
third of Argentina’s territory, police 
dug for dirt, soon discovering a well- 
organized chain of Nazi centers di- 
recting the work of German agents 
throughout the nation. Alfredo 
Muller, chief agent, was arrested 
and charged with plotting against 
the state’s security. More raids in- 
land disclosed more Nazi commu- 
nities; and after three weeks’ prob- 
ing it became evident Germany had 
probably committed a blundering 
tactical mistake. 


~ Reasoning: - Alone among the 
larger South American nations,. Ar- 
gentina has favored German barter 
commerce. The rest of Other 
America has eschewed it, knowing 
that Nazi political and military 


_agents-work hand in hand with Nazi 


tradesmen. MHaving discovered a 
Nazi threat to, its security, Argen- 
tina is already clamping down on 
German imports, ready to join her 


‘neighbors in a solfdarity declaration. 


Thus the Patagonian incident fits 
perfectly with President Roosevelt’s 
often-experienced dreams of Pan- 
American unity. 

Meanwhile, several thousand 
miles away, Ecuador is_ worrying 
over the chance that Germany may 
seize the strategic Galapagos is- 
lands, which lie 1,000 miles south- 


west of Panama, and which. Cali- . 


fornia’s Rep. Edward V. Izak re. 
cently wanted the U. S. to purchase 
as a naval base. 


Relief — 


His 1939 relief vote may be a rec- 


akin to state administration in which 
states will also pay a bigger share. 
If the plan succeeds, fine; if not, 
disgruntled relief clients could make 
hostile constituents at election time. 

Major idea is that of South Caro- 
lina’s Sen. James F. Byrnes, who 
boasts coalition support for a meas- 
ure to place WPA, PWA, CCC and 
NYA into a new public works agen- 
cy, provide old age assistance pay- 
ments, liberalize unemployment 
compensation and increase aid to 
unemployables.

would continue unabated, though bi- 
partisan administration would at- 
tempt to quiet cries of politics-in- 
relief. 

Many Republicans support the 
Byrnes bill, but the solid congres- 
sional economy front may break 
down under relief debate. Going 
whole hog against federal supervi- 
sion, Oregon’s Sen. Charles L. Mc: 
Nary (G. O. P. minority. leader) 
wants WPA eliminated entirely be- 
cause of serious ‘‘structural defects’”’ 
which inevitably produce periodic 
“scandals.’’ His program: (1) Re- 
turn relief administration to the 
states; (2) create bi-partisan fed- 
eral boards to allocate funds; (3) 
create bi-partisan state boards to 
disburse relief money. 


Though Senator Byrnes scoffed 
mainly at the impossibility of ‘‘bi. 
partisan” boards, both proposals 
had one other major defect, namely, 
financing. Senator McNary would 
compel states to contribute not less 
than 25 per cent of funds spent with- 
in their borders. Senator Byrnes 
would have states pay one-third. The 
stumbling block is that the U. S. will 
not cut its tax levies, yet without 
such cuts the 48 states cannot raise 
their levies to reassume relief costs 
which the government began easing 
from their. shoulders in 1933. The 
hoped-for solution, already under 
‘discussion,. calls..for U. S. alloca- 
tions based 50 per cent on popula- 
tion and 50 per cent or unemploy- 
ment, proportionately higher grants 
going to “sub-marginal”’ states with 
less than average per capita in- 
come.

prAcH year, more and more gar- 
deners are learning that gar- 
fens should not be watered by 
sprinkling. 

Sprinkling usually moistens the 
surface soil only and thus the roots 
naturally come up there for water. 
When the root system is concen- 


trated near the surface there is 
more danger of injury by hoeing; 


and if sprinkling is not done con-| - 


stantly, plants will be quickly af- 
fected by drouth. 

Considered from the time angle, 
moreover, sprinkling is impracti- 
cal. Many hours can be wasted 
holding the hose and directing the 
spray. Time of watering is not of 
great importance, but it is usually 
considered more economical to 

water thoroughly early in the fore- 
noon or late in the afternoon since 
the soil can then be thoroughly 
soaked with less loss from evapo- 
ration. 

The most efficient method of wa- 
tering, according to Walter H. Nix- 
on, Ferry Seed Breeding Station 
vegetable expert, is to lay the 
hose on the ground. Do not have 
too heavy a flow of water, or there 
will be a washing of soil: and ex- 
posure of roots. Let the water 
run slowly in one place -for 20 
minutes to half an hour. KEEP 
THE SUBSOIL MOIST. 


Certain Truth 


Give unqualified assent to no 
propositions but those the truth of 
which is so clear and distinct that 
they cannot be doubted. The enun- 
ciation of this first great com- 
mandment of science consecrated 
doubt,—-Huxley.

C. Houston Goudiss Explodes Some False Notions 
About Food; Warns Homemakers Against 
Fallacies and Superstitions 


By C. HOUSTON GOUDISS: ; 

I T HAS been well said that a little knowledge is a danger- 

ous thing. This is particularly true of dietary facts, for 
half-truths can be more misleading than lies, ; 

There should be no place for half-truths, misinformation 
or superstition in a matter so vital as the choice of food. Yet 
judging from the letters that come to my desk, thousands of 
homemakers are being influ- 
enced, not by scientific knowl- 
edge, but by ‘old wives 
tales,” and a multitude of 
fads and fancies which there 
is not a shred of scientific 
evidence to support. 

Some food fallacies are harm- 
less. Others may be detrimefital 
to health. For they result in an 
unbalanced diet that deprives the 
body of substances needed to 


maintain physical efficiency at the 
highest possible level. 


grain breads. When these foods 
are omitted, it is not the pres- 
ence of cheese, but the absence 
of bulk that is responsible for the 
meal being insufficiently laxative. 

Homemakers who have the in- 
terests of their families at heart 
will banish the notion that cheese 
is either constipating.or difficult 
to digest when properly used. 
They will give this splendid food 
a regular place in their menus 
and thereby provide valuable 
nourishment at a most economical 
cost. It is doubtful if any other 
food provides such a variety of 
important nutrients con¢entrated 
in such a small spacé. Besides 
its fime quality protein, cheese is 
notable for its energy values, for 
supplying the minerals, calcium 


Misinformation About Meat 

Many common and persistent 
fallacies concern the eating of 
meat. It is wrongly 
charged that light 
meats are more 
wholesome than 
dark meats . : 
that veal is not 
completely digest- 
ed... that meat 
is a_ contributing 
cause to disease, 
and. many other 
equally foolish no- 
tions. All these 
misconceptions are 
in a class with the absurd ideas 


Don't Make Mistakes About Milk 

Not even milk has escaped a 
variety of groundless supersti- 
tions. It is said to be ‘‘fa ing’’ 
when the truth of the matter is 
that no food is fattening unless 
consumed in excess of 
needs. The food faddists say that 
‘fruits and miik must never be tak- 
en at the same meal, for the 
fruit acids will cause the milk 
curdle. Here is an ow i 
example of the misleading effect 
of half-truths. For it is a physio- 
logical fact that milk is always 
curdled in the stomach by the 
action of the hydrochloric acid! 

Some people are afraid to eat 
acid-tasting fruits because they 
have the erroneous idea that they 
produce ‘‘acidity” in the body. In 
spite of their acid taste, however, 
most fruits have an alkaline reac- 
tion following digestion. 

My earnest advice to home 
makers is to all such 
fads and fancies. Don’t be 
by. hearsay advice. Eat a wide va- 
riety of foods in moderation. Learn 
what constitutes a well-balanced 
os: And make that your health 


brave, that lettuce is a cure for 
insomnia, or fish a food for the 
brain. 

There is no evidence to support 
the belief that some meats are 
less desirable than others because 
they are less completely digested. 
Tests show that the length of time 
meat remains in the stomach va- 
ries with such factors as the quan- 
tity of fat present, the method. of 
cooking, and the amount of chew- 
ing it receives. But there is no 
marked difference in the thorough- 
ness with which the different kinds 
of meats are digested. 


Erroneous Ideas About Cheese 

Other fallacies that continually 
crop up in my mail are the ideas 
‘that ‘cheese’ is cohstipating, and 
that this good food is not complete- 
ly digestible. Neither belief is in 
accordance with the facts. 

Numerous tests have shown that 
when cheese is given a proper 
place in the diet, it is usually well 
digested. Moreover, it has been 
demonstrated that there is prac- 
tically no _ difference between 
cheese and meat with respect to/| the 
ease of digestion, ” ’ 

As for the completeness with 
which this food is utilized by the 
body, studies made by investiga- 
tors for the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, demonstrat- 
ed that on the average, about 95 
per cent of the protein and over 
95 per cent of the fat of cheese 
were digested and absorbed! 

Some ‘few .persons may have an 
allergy to cheese just.as they are 
sensitive to a variety of other pro- | 
tein foods.’ But that is an abnor- 
mal reaction and has no be 
on the fise of cheese by persons
